At that earlg age he bad the eredit of
originality so “surprising ns even then
to challenge the supremacy of Fhilip
Kemble, At 14 ho played Humlet,
Kiug George had him recite at Windsor
onstle, and it is said this incident led
some gentlemen to send him to Eton,
but there is po record aof it At 20 he
was in & provincial troop, 8 member
of which he married, and for six years
theroafter, ugtil his glorious night ut
Dyury Lane, his life was ooe of hard-
ship, struggle, obscurity, but, thanks to
the faith in himself, not hopeless. Hia
London debut was wade st 28. He bad
fought for it hard and long and would
then have missed it but for the falling
reputation of the theater. London de-
buts in first roles are ot easy for pro-
vincinl actors, aud none knows hetter
how hard they ure to get than Henry
Irving. Kean seems to have been at hin
full splendor, and made a hit, After that
hig halate were altogethor prejudicial
to the refincent of taste or the acqui-
